Vilhjalmur Stefannson, reputed to 
be the greatest living Canadian, will 
lecture on “The Friendly Arctic" on 
TuoMlay, July 30, at Vulcan. 

Stefansson has just returned from 
lecturing in the oldest universities of 
Europe, including Oxford, Cambridge, 
London, Berlin, Copenhagen, Oslo and 
Stockholm. He is an outstanding lec¬ 
turer, and combines as few others a 
reeoid of achievement in polar explo¬ 
ration which has made him world- 
famous, with all the powers of a great 
public speaker. His wit is keen, his 
manner direct and simple; in fact, lads 
of ten are as keenly interested in the 
adventure and romance as an older 
mind, in the ideas he brings forth. 

Vilhjalmur Stefansson was born in 
tho little town of Arnes, Manitoba.

In addition to the large fields of 
coal in the Drumheller, Crow's Nest 
Pass, and Northern and Southern Al¬ 
berta districts, the recently reported 
discovery of iron ore on the shores of 
Lake Athabasca, brings to the vast 
fuel wealth of the province, a real! 
significance and importance. If devel! 
opnients confirm the reported richness 
and accessibility of the iron ore de- J 
posits, these two potent factors of 
wealth and industrialism—coal and 
iron—will mean a great deal to Alber 
ta. 

Alberta’s coal reserve is estimated 
at 1,059,000,000 tons, a sufficient re¬ 
serve to last the whole of Canada for 
many generations. This reserve com¬ 
prises 14 per cent, of the entire 
worlds coal reserves, 7^ per cent, of 
British reserves, and 87 per cent, olj 
Canada’s reserves. 

One way of making a little easy 
money is called to the attention of 
anyone who has the nerve. It worked 
well at Windsor, Ontario, why not in 
this district. A “petting bandit” mas 
querading as a plain clothes officer, 
has been exacting tribute from auto¬ 
mobile spooners in country districts.

MANITOBAJUGHWAY 

The highway construction program 
of Manitoba for 1929 includes clear¬ 
ing the road to the Ontario boundary, 
putting an asphalt coat on twenty- 
eight miles of the Emerson highway, 
some gravelling on the same road, ap 
plying dustlaying oil on part of the 
Winnipeg Beach and Selkirk roads, 
and surfacing eighteen miles of the 
Winnipeg Beach highway with cal¬ 
cium chloride. There will also be 
some additional gravelling and grad¬ 
ing in various parts of the province. 

This looks like a fair programme 
but the Wnnipeg Tribune finds fault 
with it on the ground that it is not 
keeping pace with the needs of the 
situation. It calls for a concrete 
highway frony Emerson to Winnipeg 
Beach and at least an asphalted sur¬ 
face from Winnipeg to the Saskat¬ 
chewan boundary. In addition the 
road to the Ontario boundary should 
be completed this year and noT de¬ 
layed until 1931. 

It has been found in Manitoba as 
in Alberta that gravelled roads will 
not stand up under heavy traffic. Two 
years ago the road to Winnipeg Beach 
was a good gravelled highway. Now 
it is being cut to pieces rapidly. To 
maintain it in good shape, under the 
heavy traffic it carries, The Tribune 
believes, will cost more In the long 
run than to get a permanent concrete 
road started and completed. The" same 
thing applies to the Emerson highway 
though in this case the deterioration. ^ 
is not so marked yet. The sooner the 
construction of a concrete pavement 
is completed, the smaller the ultimate 
cost of the road will be. More grav¬ 
elling, oiling and asphalting are ex¬ 
pensive substitutes because the work 
is never done. 

ATTACKS TEXT BOOK 

Maclean’s magazine, through its 
editor, Napier Moore, lias entered the 
lists against the use of American 
text books in Canadian schools. 

While there is absolutely no quarrel 
with anything American, yet it does 
seem ludicrous that Canadian child¬ 
ren should be taught Latin by read¬ 
ing translations of the Star Spangl¬ 
ed Banner. It does not really matter, 
except that it shows considerable 
lack of initiative. 

I One excuse for using certain Ameri 
can text books is that with the limited 
circulation it would not pay to have 
Canadian text bo^s .written by Can¬ 
adians. This is a sudden new attack 
of thrift, as all parents know, the fre¬ 
quency with which text books are 
changed. It ought to be paying some 
| body to write text books as enough 
i people seem to be getting royalties. 

! Two of the most flagrant offenders 
in the line of text books are West!® 
“Modem Progress” and Myers “Gen- 
[eral History” Alberta and Manitoba 
I have crossed these two off the lists. 

J But other provinces fire using either 
; or both'. 

I* The difficulty in these books is that 
; while there is no serious distortion of 
| Great War History, yet naturally 
j there is no effort to amplify Canadian 
j participation. 

j In the original edition of West’s 
| History used for quite a few years, 
Canada’s part in the war was con- 
1 denscd in nineteen words. The war 
1 is divided into two parts—before U.S. I 
i entry and after. After a storm of 
1 protest, a Canadian edition was intro¬ 
duced, with a number of additional 
pages dwelling on Canada’s part. 

The Myer’s history is a worse offen 
der. It treats all but American en¬ 
deavor in words of this sort “For 
about a year and a half, the French, 
aided by a small number of British 
and Belgian troops, held back the Ger 
man masses.’’ As a matter of fact 
Britain had 750,000 men at this time 
on the Western front. 

These histories are quite all right 
in their own country to be used as 
text books. But to be used in Can¬ 
ada as a study of British and Cana- 
dian-‘W«r endeavor, they are, to say 
the least, utterly inadequate.
